Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest the limitation of independent claims. The Applicant has claims 
a hedging system. 

Independent claim 1 discloses a method for generating hedge orders where the first and 
second target price are based on volatility factors and reference prices. 

Independent claim 19 discloses a method for generating hedge orders where the first and 
second target price are based on volatility factors and reference prices and first buy and sell 
quality based on gamma factor, volatility factors and buy or sell prices. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

Nieboer et al. (US Pat. 6,418,419) teaches buying and selling of securities with a system 
that will match buy and sell orders. A subscriber would make conditional orders to buy A and 
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sell B at set prices with a preferred format of "sell A versus buy B at different levels." This 
reference was used because a buy and sell simultaneous order is defined in Financial literature as 
a hedge. 

Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8 & 13-19 are allowed because Nieboer et al reference as discussed 
above as the Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of first and second 
target price are based on volatility factors and reference prices and first buy and sell 
quality based on gamma factor, volatility factors and buy or sell prices.
